SUMNER’ WELLES 
FOUND N FIELD 
UNCONSCIOUS AND 


Former Under Secretary * 
of State Is Believed to 


Have Suffered Heart 
Attack — Condition Is 
Serious. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (AP)— 
Sumner Welles, former Under 
Secretary of State, was found un- 
conscious in a snow-covered Mary- 
land field yesterday, his fingers 
and toes frozen. 

He remained in a serious con- 
dition today from “severe expo- 
sure and shock,” but was report- 
ed reacting favorably to treat- 


ment. 

Welles apparently had lain in 
the field for several hours. The 
temperature was about 15 degrees 
above zero when he was found. 

The 56-year-old former diplomat, 
an insomnia sufferer for years, 
frequently took walks late at 
night to help him get to sleep. 

Can't, Tell What Happened, 

Welles regained’ consciousness 
yesterday afternoon but was un- 
able to say what had happened, 
his physician, Dr. George R. Huff - 
men, said. 

The doctor said it would be a 
diy or two before he would know 
whether any of Welles’s fingers 
or toes might have to be ampu- 
tated. 

Circumstances indicated that 
Welles left his estate at nearby 
Oxon Hill, Md., in the early hours 
of Sunday. His estate is across 
the Potomac river from Mount 
Vernon. 

A son, Arnold Welles, said the 
family believes he suffered a heart 
attack when out walking. He was 
stricken with a, heart ailment 18 
years ago and has been under 
treatment for it since then. 

Friends reported that Welles 
has been deeply upset by the 
death in New York Dec. 20 of 
Laurence Duggan, a close per- 
sonal friend. Duggan,.a protege 
of Welles in the State Department, 
was killed when he fell or jumped 
from his sixteenth floor office 
window. 

Defends Duggan’s Loyalty. 

After Duggan’s death, it was 
disclosed that his name had been 
linked with the current investiga- 
tion of Communist spy activity in 
the State Department 10 years 
ago. Welles thereupon issued a 
statement in which he — 2 wo 

an a loyal public servan orMer 
— of State Cordell Hull 
and Attorney General Tom C. 
Clark, among — also vouched 
for Duggan's loyalty. 

4 this month, Welles had 
been called before the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities 
to assess the importance of the 
widely publicized “pumpkin pa- 
pere” which Whittaker Chambers 
said had been stolen from State 
Department files in 1937 and 1938. 

In New York, a spokesman for 
the federal spy-hunting grand 
jury said Welles was not under 
subpena to appear before the 
body. The spokesman, Special 
Assistant United States Attorney 
General Thomas J. Donegan, de- 
clined to say, however, whether 
Welles would be summoned after 
the jury resumes deliberations

. A 10-year-old boy, Robert Kerby, 
fizst saw Welles lying in the field 
about a mile from the imposing 
Welles manor house. Robert was 
returning from mass with his fam- 


ily. 

a Face Is Scratched. 

The boy' father,, Brooke Kerby, 
summoned three neighbors to help 
carry Welles to a nearby farm 
house. His face was scratched and 
puffed from the cold. 

Kerby said Welles’s clothing was 
“frozen to his body” and covered 
with mud, sand and ice. This led 
Kerby to believe that Welles fell 
into a small stream about 100 
yards from where he was found. 

An ambulance summoned from 
Oxon Hill took Welles to Casualty 
Hospital here. He was given oxy- 
gen during the 10-mile ride. 

Dr. Huffman said there was no 
evidence of violence. Scratches on 
Welles's face and hands apparent- 
ly came from rocks and bushes, 
the doctor said. 

He said the fur-collared coat, 
which Welles wore, probably 
saved his life.” 

Valuable Watch in Pocket. 

Prince Georges county police re- 
ported that a valuable watch and 
cigarette case were found in 
Welles’s pockets. 

Welles was last seen by his but- 
ler about 10:30 p.m. Saturday. 
He was working on some papers 
in the downstairs study. Mrs. 
Welles did not know her husband 
„had gone out until she was noti- 
fied by police about 8:30 a.m. yes- 
terday that he had been found. 

Private Lawrence Riddlebarger 
of the Prince Georges police said 
he found a bottle of sleeping tab- 
lets in one of Welles’s , pockets. 
He quoted the Welles family phy- 
sician as saying the former diplo- 
mat has been taking them under 
prescription for some time but 
t there was no evidence he had 
toon any before going out. 

While Welles’s physician report- 
ei “definite improvement” in his 
c- dition last night, he did not 
ro out the possibility that sur-

BUSSES TO REPLACE 
STREETCARS ON TWO 
LINES WEDNESDAY 


Changeover to Go in Effect 
on Woodson Avenue and 
Maryland Routes. 


Busses will replace streetcars 
on the Woodson avenue and the 
Maryland lines beginning 
Wednesday, a spokesman for the 
St. Louis Public Service Co., said 
today. 

Changes to busses on five other 
streetcar lines, each of which runs 
into St. Louis county, are depend- 
ent on the obtaining of permits 
from the municipalities affected. 

On the Woodson line the busses 
will travel west on St. Charles 
Rock road from the Wellston 
loop at 6111 Easton avenue to 
Coles avenue, which is 9600 west. 
They will return east on St. 
Charles to Hodiamont avenue, 
north on Hodiamont to Theodosia 
avenue and west on Theodosia to 
the Wellston loop. 

During the morning rush hour, 
busses will leave Coles avenue 
every five and one-half to six 
minutes. During the evening rush 
hour, the busses will leave Well- 
ston loop every four and one-half 
to five minutes. During the mid- 
dle of the day, the busses will run 
at 15-minute intervals, The first 
bus will leave the Wellston loop 
at 4:16 a.m. The first eastbound 
bus from Coles will depart at 4:37 
a.m. The last eastbcund bus will 
leave. Coles at 1:41 a.m. and the 
last westbound bus will leave 
Wellston loop at 1:20 a.m. 


The Maryland avenue bus will, 


travel east on Maryland. from 
Kingshighway to Boyle avenue, 


then turn south on Boyle to Lin- 


dell boulevard. It will travel east 
on Lindell and Locust street to 
Third street, Returning, this bus 
will proceed west on Locust and 
Lindell to Kingshighway and north 
on Kingshighway to Maryland. 


HOLIDAY RECORDS 
FOR FIRST-CLASS 
MAIL, PARCEL POST 


The Christmas mailing rush es- 
tablished records for the St. Louis 
post office this year in first-class 
cancellations, parce] post and spe- 
cial deliveries. 

From Dec. 1 through Christmas 
eve, considered the rush period, 
55,441,060 pieces of first-class mail, 
including greeting cards, were can- 
celed. This number was 2,372,960 
greater than last year’s cancella- 
tions, which had been the record. 

A total of 16,441,539 pounds of 
parcel post was handled during 
the period. Last year, the total 
was 3,065,617 pounds less. 

Special deliveries from Dec, 15 
through 24 totaled 116,849, com- 
pared with 91,636 in the last 
Christmas rush. On Christmas 
day this year 9064 pieces of mail 
were delivered—another record. 

Previously announced records 
established by the post office this 
Christmas season were the $179,- 
000 in postal receipts taken in last 
Tuesdsy and the 6,449,000 pieces 
of first-class mail that, were can- 
celed in a 24-hour period last 
week. 

Postmaster Bernard F. Dick- 
mann has pointed out that the 
record-breaking rush of Christmas 
mail shows the need for additional 
working space in the main post 
office building at Eighteenth and 
Market streets.

IN ILSE KOCH CASE, 


|WANT NEW TRL 


Subcommittee’ Advises 
Against Ordering Gen- 
eral to. Reverse Himself 


— Would Bring Addi- 


tional Charges..

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27 (AP)— 
Investigating Senators held yester- 
day that Army officials made a 
serious mistake in reducing the 
life sentence of Ilse Koch, widow 
of a commander of the notorious 
Nazi Buchenwald concentration 
camp, to four years. 

But they agreed with Army 
leaders tha Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 
American military governor in oc- 
cupied Germany, should not re- 
verse himself now and increase 
the sentence. That would be adopt- 
ing Nazi tactics, Senato.s said. 
The report was from the investi- 
gations subcommittee of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Executive Ex- 
penditures. 

The subcommittee urged mili- 
tary officials to find another 
charge on which Frau Koch 
“should be brought to justice in a 
United States military court.” 

If this is impossible, it said, 
Frau Koch should be tried in Ger- 
man courts “for crimes committed 
against German nationals.” 

“Although it is unfortunat. that 
it may be nec2ssary .or military 
authorities to adopt this course, it 
is, at the same time highly im- 
portant that Ilse Koch receive the 
punisiment she so justly deserves 
without doing further violence to 
long-established safeguards of 
democratic justice,” the report 
said and added: 

“The error in the Koch case is 
an isolated blemish on the vigil- 
ance and certainty of this demo- 
cratic justice. Its repetition must 
be prevented.” 

Arkansas Senator’s Stand. 

During the closed hearing, the 
transcript shows Senator McClel- 
lan (Dem.), Arkansas, said: 

J think the woman should 
have her neck broken, I think an 
awful mistake :.nd miscarriage of 


justice has occurred.” 

But the Senator said it would 
be “another mistake” to ask Gen. 
Clay to reopen the case or try to 
reverse it now. 

Senators Ferguson (Rep.), Mich- 
igan; O’Conor (Dem.), Maryland, 
and Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, also sat 
through the lengthy hearings, All 
agreed that Gen. Clay could not 
reopen the case and increase the 
sentence. 

To do so, the report said, 
“would violate established rules 
of democratic justice and would 
deny to her the rights afforded 
to any criminal convicted by a 
United States criminal court.” 

Also signing the report were 
Senators Thye (Rep.), Minnesota; 
Ives (Rep.), New York, and Hoey 
(Dem.), North Carolina, who did 
not attend the hearings. 

“Most Bestial Woman.” 

Lurid testimony about use of 
tattooed hutar. skin from Buchen- 
wald prisoners to make lamp- 
shades, book covers, knife sheaths 
and even gloves was released by 
the Senate group along with its 
official recommendations. 

There was a long dispute among 
legal experts as to whether the 
Koch woman was directly involved 
but Senators described her as a 
“most bestial woman.” 

She was tried with 30 former 
camp officials and inmates for a 
“common design” that included 
“killings, beatings, torture, starva- 
tion, abuses and indignities.” 

Senators found she was “legally 
responsible for acts committed” 
and that the original life sentence 
was justified. 

“There is no evidence that any 
other officer’s wife or any other 
woman participated in the opera- 
tion of the camp,” the Senators 
said. “Being a woman made her 
participation more unnatural and 
more deliberate. . four years’ 
imprisonment is not just punish- 
ment for her acts.” 

But Senators found that even if 
the decision of Gen, Clay and his 
subordinates was “erroneous” it 
“was rendered in good faith and 
no doubt appeared to them to be 
a proper decision.”

HUNGARY ARRESTS 
CARDINAL ON SPY 
TREASON CHARGES 


Mindszenty Had Long 
Been Under Fire for His 
Opposition to Commu- 
nist Political System.

BUDAPEST, Dec. 27 (AP) — 
Cardinal Josef Mindszenty, Roman 
Catholic Primate of Hungary, was 


arrested today on suspicion of 
plotting against the Communist- 
dominated Government, spying. 
treason and black market money 
dealings, the Government an- 
nounced. 

The announcement contained no 
details. A high authority who 
barred use of his name, said a 
detailed statement will be made 
in 48 hours and will contain some 
surprises.” He said the Govern- 
ment had “indisputable evidence” 
against the Cardinal. 

Istvan Barankovits, leader of 
the oposition,in Parliament, said 
he was not surprised by the an- 
nouncement. He said the speeches 
of top politicians, including Pre- 
mier Istvan Dobi and Vice-Pre- 
mier Matyas Rakosi (a Commu- 
nist) showed a Government de- 
termination to get rid of, the 
Cardinal. Mindszenty is consid- 
ered the most ardent and prob- 
ably the last powerful enemy of 
the present Hungarian Govern- 


ment. 

The Cardinal, 56 years old, has 
not left his residence at Esztergom 
for a considerable time. He spent 
the Christmas holidays there. 
Political sources said some 
prominent Hungarian. Catholics 
disapproved of the Cardinal’s at- 
titude toward the present political 
system of this country and had 
asked him to change the official 
Catholic policy. 


Mindszenty long has been under 
fire on charges that he misuses re- 
ligious meetings to incite against 
Hungary’s present Communist- 
dominated political system. 

Last month the Primate was as- 
sailed by former Premier Lajos 
Dinnyes as a “reactionary.” He 
declared that the Hungarian peo- 
ple would not tolerate reaction. 

“They are determined to break 
reaction,” Dinnyes said, “whether 
in the form of the purple of bish- 
ops or the sabotage of the kulaks.“ 


Vatican Expects Excommunica- 
tion For All Involved. 

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 27 (AP) 
—Vatican sources said today if 
Cardinal Mindszenty has been ar- 
rested in Budapest, all Hungarian 
Catholics in any way connected 
with the arrest probably will be 
excommunicated. 

No official report has been re- 
ceived here that the Primate has 
been arrested, but the sources 
said it would be “no strprise.” 
They viewed it as a logical devel- 
opment in the Cardinal’s long wa 
with the Hungarian Government. 

Cardinal Mindszenty is the 
highest ranking priest of the 
church to be arrested thus far 
in the unending conflict between 
church and state east of the iron 
curtain.

TEL AVIV, Dec. 27 (AP)—The 
second battle of the Negeb swelled 
today into a full scale fight for 
the. barren southern desert. ° 
A virtual news blatkout existed 
on the Israeli side, but it appeared 
on the fifth day of the new fight- 
ing that Israeli commanders this 
time are seeking to hurl the 


Egyptians back across their own 
frontiers—or to bring Egyptian 
political leaders around to armis- 
tice talks without further delay. 
In Cairo, Egyptian Communica- 
tions Minister Dessouki Abaza 
Pasha said the battle had devel- 
oped inta a “general clash.” He 
gave no dgtails of the fighting, 
but told reporters Egypt’s military 
position is “good.” 

(The United Press quoted Is- 
raeli officials in Jerusalem as say- 


Legion broke a 26-day truce there 
today, firing on Jewish positions 
from the old city wall and wound- 
ing seven Jews.) 

Arab League Call Reported. 

Cairo dispatches said the seven- 
nation Arab League was pressing 
the governments of other Arab 
nations to take up arms in sup- 
port of the Egyptian Army. 
League Secretary General Abdel 
Rahman Azzam Pasha said Syria 
and Saudi Arabia replied they are 
ready to fight. 

Despite the shutdown on official 
news here, it is known that the 
battle is being fought on a large 
scale, in an arc just inside Israeli 
territory from Egypt’s Rafa fron- 
tier base and extending northward 
toward Gaza. It also is known 
that the fighting continues un- 
checked on land and in the air 
by both sides. 

What is not known here, how- 
ever, are the gains or losses on 
either side, or from which side 
came the initial impetus of the 
offensive; or the specific tactical 
objectives. 

Air Ralds on Bases. 

The Negeb battle began im- 
mediately after recent preliminary 
maneuvering over an armistice 
get-together broke down. A mili- 
tary spokesman here said the 
Jews still were willing to talk 
peace, but he said there had been 
no further overtures to Egyptians 
since the Christmas-time battle 
began. 

Use of the air arm in the pres- 
ent fighting seems to be confined 
to direct frontline support of 
troops, plus attacks on near-front 
air bases. ‘here. did not appear 
to be any important raids far be- 
hind the lines, 

Contrary to previous practices, 
Israeli communiques now are si- 
lent on the names of cities” or 
bases either bombed by their 
planes or raided by Egyptians. 

The Israeli spokesman insisted 
again that there was no fighting 
around Faluja, inland from Gaza, 
where 3000 Egyptians have been 
trapped since the previous Negeb 
operation. He said the nearest 
land fighting to Gaza was some- 
where northwest of Nirim, oppo- 
site the Egyptian base at Rafa. 

Tel Aviv Area Bombed. 

Last night, Arab planes dropped 
bombs east of Tel Aviv as Israel 
went into its second night of total 
oe No damage was report- 
ed. 
United Nations observers report- 
ed Jewish planes raided the three 
Egyptian strongpoints of Tel el 


f Arish, Rafa and Khan Tunis, the 


last two on the Egyptian frontier 
south of Gaza, yesterday. They 
said bombs as big as 500-pounders 
appear to have been used in the 
Gaza and Rafa areas. 

The observers also reported that 
fighting had flared on the central 
front, in the “dangerous triangle” 
area northeast of Tel Aviv. They 
said the skirmishing so far was 
confined to small-arms fire and 
ground activity. 


HUNGARIAN CALLS 
COLUMBUS JUST A 
PIRATE ON THE RUN 


BUDAPEST, Dec. 27 (UP)— 
Hungarian historian Pivadar Ac 
claimed today that Christopher 
Columbus was a pirate fleeing a 
death sentence when he dis- 
covered America. 

Acs said his conclusions were 
based on 160 documents from the 
late Fifteenth Century, covering 
meetings of the Venetian Senate, 
plus diplomatic notes found in 
the archives of the Hungarian 
Academy of Science. 

The historian, a vice president 
of the World Hungarian-Ameri- 
can Association, said the docu- 
ments traced Columbus’s alleged 
pirateering, over a number of 
years and disclosed that the 
Venetian Senate had decided to 
have him killed.

U.N. DEFEATS RUSSIAN PLAN 
TO ORDER RETREAT BY DUTCH 


Security Council Also Rejects Soviet Reso- 
lution for Cease-Fire in 24 Hours 
Holland Silent on Its Plans. 


PARIS, Dec. 27 (UP) — The 


United Nations Security Council“ 


today defeated a Russian proposal 
to order the Dutch to withdraw 


their forces in Indonesia to the 
lines they held before their eight- 
day campaign there. 

The Soviet resolution received 
only five Council votes. It needed 
seven for a Russia, the 
Ukraine, China, olombia and 
Syria voted for it. The United 
States, Britain, Canada, France, 
Belgium and Argentina abstained. 

Also defeated was a Soviet reso- 
lution ordering the Dutch to cease 
fire within 24 hours. It received 
four votes, with Colombia joining 
the abstainers. 

Russian delegate Jacob Malik 
submitted the resolutions after 
noting that “The Netherlands has 
not ceased action” against the 


Indonesian Republic. 

Vassily Tarasenko of the 
Ukraine, also submitted a reso- 
lution calling for immediate Dutch 
troop withdrawals in Indonesia. 


It was the second Russian at- 
tempt to get a U.N. order for the 
troop withdrawal. The Council 
voted down a similar Soviet move 
last Friday before approving an 
American resolution calling for a 
cease-fire and the release of cap- 
tured Indonesian leaders. 


The United States delegate, Dr. 
Philip C. Jessup, abstained today 
because he felt the Soviet and 
Ukrainian resolutions were similar 
to proposals voted down by the 
council Friday. He said the 
Council now should await further 
information on the Dutch govern- 
ment’s attitude. He said it would

SIX YANKS ON REICH PATROL

Low in 
the city was 9 above at 6 a.m., but 
Jefferson Barracks residents re- 
ported that their thermometers 
read 8 below. It was the coldest 
day thus far this winter. 

Winter sports enthusiasts dotted 
the parks yesterday, coasting and 
skating under a warm sun, which 
sent the mercury up to 29 at 3 
p.m.

The President will meet with 
Vice President-clect Alben Bark- 
ley and Representative Sam Ray- 
burn, who is slated to be Speaker 
of the House again when the 
Eighty-first Congress organizes in 
January. 

Presidential Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross made the an- 
nouncement after Truman told re- 
porters his “State of the Union 
message” to Congress was in “fair 
good shape.” ' 

Ross said the essage is “near- 
ing completion” and that the Pres- 
ident was doing some work on it 
today in his penthouse quarters in 
Kansas City’s Muehlebach Hotel. 


Ross and Matthew J. Connelly, 
another presidential secretary, re- 
opened temporary White House 
headquarters in the hotel today 
—_ the Christmas holiday week- 
end. 

Ross said he did not know 
whether any other cqngressional 
leaders would participate in 
Thursday’s White House confer- 
ence, a day in advance of the last 
rump-session of the _ expiring 
Eightieth Congress which the 
President criticised so frequently 
during his successful election 
campaign. 

Important to Be Back Thursday, 
He said that Truman “feels it 
important” to be back Thursday. 
He will leave the Fairfax Aire 
port in nearby Kansas at 10 a.m, 
(St. Louis time) on à flight ex- 
pected to tdke a little more than 
three hours.

PALESTINE TRUCE 


Report. to Council, How- 
ever, Does Not Specifi- 
cally Blame Either Side 


for Renewing Fighting 


in Negeb. 


PARIS, Dec. 27 (AP)—United 
Nations observers in Palestine to- 
day accused Israel of obstructing 
the Holy Land truce, but cid not 
specifically blame either the Jews 
or Arabs for the renewed fight- 
ing. 

The observers submitted a 
lengthy report to the U.N. Se- 
curity Council over the signature 
of Ralph J. Bunche, acting U.N. 
mediator in Palestine. The report 
was made after Egyptian com- 
plaints that Israeli forces re- 
opened hostilities in violation of 
the Council’s truce order. 

Bunche declared “I have no 
knowledge of any incidents which 
could be claimed as a provocation 
for the fighting in the Negeb.” 

Discussion Put Off Day. 

The Council had scheduled a 
discussion of the Palestine report 
today, but failed to reach the 
question and put the matter over 
until tomorrow. The Council de- 
cided in a closed meeting to fin- 
ish its work in Paris before the 
end of the year and resume at 
Lake Success, N.Y., on Jan. 6. 

The new Palestine conflict was 
brought to the Council’s attention 
last Friday by the Tgyptian Gov- 
ernment. Egypt demanded an 
emergency hearing of its com- 
plaint, but the Council decided it 
could not discuss the Palestine 
situation until official information 
was received at U.N. headquar- 
ters. 

The report of the U.N. observers 
charged Israel with “a most seri- 
ous obstruction to the truce,” in 
refusing to let them enter the 
Negeb desert area in an attempt

(An Israeli military spokesman 
in Tel Aviv today insisted there 
had been no fighting around Fa- 
luja, where 3000 Egyptians have 
been trapped since the last Negeb 
fighting last fall.) 

Bunche said the Israelis had not 
permitted the Faluja troops to 
“withdraw, according to a plan 
adopted by the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil Nov. 13. The Israeli attitude 
on this issue, he charged, was a 
“major factor in preventing prog- 
ress” toward implementation of 
the Council’s truce resolutions. 

Series of Violations Charged. 


Bunche said Brig. Gen. William 
E. Riley, chief of staff for the 
mediator, in charge of U.N. mili- 
tary observers, reported an alleged 
series of violations by Israel of 
the U.N. truce orders based on its 
Nov. 4 cease fire resolution. 

Gen. Riley was quoted by 
Bunche as saying the Israelis had 
not allowed passage of food and 
medical convoys to the Egyptians 
at Faluja, as called for by Council 
resolutions. Nor, said “Bunche, 
had the Israelis evacuated Beer- 
sheba as required by the Council. 

Bunche included a statement by 
Israel accusing the Egyptian gov- 
ernment of seeking to circumvent 
the Security Council’s desire for 
an armistice as a step toward 
peaceful settlement. It was for 
this reason, Israel said, that it felt 
“bound to reserve its freedom of 
action with a view to defending 
its territory and hastening the 
conclusion of peace.”

NANKING, Dec. 27 (AP)—Hopes 
for peace in China faded today. 
The Communist radio’s broad- 
cast of a list of “war criminals’ 
to be punished by a „people's 
court“ sent them glimmering. 
Heading the list were Chiang 
Kal-shek, Mme. Chiang, Premier 
Sun Fo and most of the nation’s 
top military and political leaders. 
Surprise that the Communists 
would publish such a list at this 
time, when there seemed a possi- 
bility of the warring factions 
reaching some sort of agreement, 
was expressed in both foreign and 
Chinese quarters. 

“Communists by their action 
have definitely closed the door on 
any hope of ending the war by 
negotiation,” said one official. 
His statement was echoed by the 
arrival of more troops in Nanking, 


indicating that Chiang and his 
followers have determined to fight 
on, possibly turning the capital 
into the next battleground. 

In view of the Communist radio 
declaration, it seems unlikely that 
any of the national officials listed 


shelled would participate in any peace 


negotiation and the only avenues 
left to them is to fight or flee. 
Reds’ Designs Hinted. 
Communist publication of a list 
and a subsequent proclamation 
making frequent references to a 
“people’s government” strength- 
ened the belief the Reds have de- 
cided against permitting the pres- 
ent constitutional government to 
continue in any form—even under 
a negotiated peace which would 
give the Communists control of 
China. Instead, it is believed by 
most observers the Communist 
high command hopes to complete- 
ly eliminate the national govern- 
ment and substitute its own. 
From a study of recent troop’ 
movements, it seems that the gov- 
ernment is hopeful of holding the 
Nanking-Shanghai area indefinite- 
ly with its west flank beginning 
on the Wuhu river, 50 miles south- 
west of Nanking, and extending 
outhward along the former 
Wuhu-Hweichow rail line. The 
railroad now operates only be- 
tween Wuhu and Nanking. 
Meager reports reaching here 
late today said fierce fighting 
raged north of Kaoyu, 60 miles 
northeast of Nanking. 
There was no mention of the 
situation of Gen. Tu Li-ming’s 


trapped armies near Pengpu. Tu's 
men are without food and bad 
weather kept planes from airlift- 
ing them supplies. 

(The United Press said three na- 
tionalist armies entered Nanking 
from the Pengpu front, apparent- 
ly to defend the government capi- 
tal. It was reported they had 
been ordered south to reinforce 
Grand canal in northern Kiangsu 
as bitter cold, snow and ice slowed 
the fighting in central and north- 
ern China). 

Report on Peiping. 

Spencer Moosa, Associated Press 
correspondent in Peiping, said the 
siege of that former Chinese capi- 
tal had settled down to patrol 
clashes, He added that Nationalist 
troops sometimes open up with 
mortars and artillery to give the 
impression some serious action 
was being fought “but it was more 
sound than fury.” 

“In fact,” wrote Moosa, “there 
are several signs that the siege 
and defense of Peiping are being 
conducted along gentlemanly lines. 
The whole city is convinced some 
plan is being discussed for Peiping 
to have regular light and water 
from plants already in Red hands. 
The biggest stumbling block is 
how this can be done without any- 
one losing face.” 

Earlier Nationalist headquarters 
at Peiping confirmed the loss of 
Kalgan, gateway to Mongolia 100 
miles northwest of Peiping. The 
city’s arsenal and industries were 
left intact by the departing Na- 
tionalist troops. 

In Shanghai, despite the pessi- 
mism here, the Central Daily, an 
official organ of the Chinese gov- 
ernment, forecast “imminent im- 
portant changes” in the present 
political situation in China, 

The newspaper said the change 
“will be along the lines heartily 
hoped for by the people of China.” 

The Central Daily, which so far 
has stayed aloof from the whirl- 
pool of peace rumors sweeping the 
country, said “a number of certain 
high government officials have 
discussed a plan to change the 
present situation with particular 
emphasis on ‘the use of politics’.” 

In the former French colony of 
Kwangchowan in South . China 
Gov. T. V. Soong’s Tenth Regi- 
ment mutinied and killed its two 
top commanders. The mutineers 
joined nearby bandits in a raid on 
Tschithom, where shops were

100 M.P.H, Blasts Force 


Ship to Reduce Its

ABOARD U. S. S. SAIPAN EN 
ROUTE TO GREENLAND, Dec. 
27 (AP) — Slowed almost to a 
snail’s pace by lashing winds, this 
carrier hoped for better weather 
today as it plowed on toward 
Greenland to attempt the rescue 
of 13 Air Force men stranded on 
an ice cap. * 

The Saipan, which left Norfolk 
Saturday, is due off the rescue 
launching point Wednesday. Even 
with improved weather, however, 
there is doubt that it can keep

The Saipan was moving along at 
27-knots (more than 30 m.p.h.) un- 
til it encountered winds up to 
around 100 miles an heur yester- 
day. The skipper, Capt. Joseph L. 
Kane, first ordered the carrier 
slowed to 22 knots. The storm 
roared on and at 6 p.m., Kane re- 
duced speed.to 15 knots. Still later 
he cut down to 10 knots. 


Better weather was expected to- 
day. But it seemed likely to get 
worse again when: the Saipan 
passes Cape Race, possibly tonight. 

While the Saipan took a fierce 
battering, five helicopters and two 
torpedo bombers lashed down with 
cables on the hangar deck escaped 
damage. 

The ship’s doctor reported one- 
third of the crew seasick. 

The storm swept away five of 
the eight big radio antennas 
mounted on the flight deck.

Expression of Confidence.

Royall held a press conference 
after reviewing United States oc- 
cupation troops in a ceremony at 
American Military Government 
headquarters. He has been on an 
inspection tour of United States 
installations in Europe. 

Asked if American strength in 
Europe would be increased, Royall 
replied: 

“That is a matter which has not 
yet been determined.“ 

Declines to Name Nations. 

He refused to say what country 
or countries requested the in- 
ereuse, and added that he had 
not recommended any increase 
in Germany. 

Asked if he thought United 
States forces in Germany were 
strong enough, he said. Our 
strength is a relative matter. 

Royall said Russian concentra- 
tion camps contained 13,000,000 
persons. The figure, he said, was 
based on a “most reliable intelli- 
gence summary.” 

The 13,000,000, he said, included 
only the camps in Russia proper. 
He said the report was that 
9,000,000 of the prisoners were 
Russians, 2,000,000 Germans and 
2,000,000 Poles, Czechs and persons 
of other nationalities. The esti- 
mate did not include war prison- 


ers. 
Military Board Planned. 

Earlier, in a radio interview, 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay, American 
military governor for Germany, 
disclosed that the three western 
powers have ched “substantial 
agreement” on creation of a “mil- 
itary security board” to prevent 
German rearmament after the 
military governments cease func- 
tioning. The discussions concern- 
ing this have heretofore been top 
secret.

WINS AND LOSES 
IN COURT RULING

WASHINGTON, Dec: 27 (UP)— 
The Emergency Court of Appeals 
tuday upheld the right of Rent 
Director Tighe E. Woods to set 
up minimum standards which lo- 
cal area rent boards must follow 
in proving the need for a general 
rent increase. . . 

At the same time, the court 
overruled Woods’s partial rejec- 
tion of a 20 per cent rent doost 
proposed for Jamestown, N. T., by 
the Jamestown rent board. The 
court ordered the full 20 per cent 
increase put into effect. 

Woods had approved only eight 
per cent of the proposed James- 
town increase—that part based on 
increased taxes on rental property. 
He had turned down the local 
board’s plea for an additional 12 
per cent increase, based on de- 
creased earnings of a “sample” 
group of landlords.

In Making Their Bow! Choices

A 
psychiatrist might explain this in 
this fashion: Labor economists are 
afraid of higher prices because 
they squeeze workers.

This is what the year ahead 
looks like to the economists—item 
by item. Total value of goods 
and services will go down from 
the recent level of 256 billion dol- 
lars to 246 billion. That's partly 
because physical production will 
dip slightly, partly because prices 
will be off a bit. The consensus 
figures that the wholesale price in- 
dex, now around 165, will register 
157 this time next year. The cost 
of living, now 172, will go to 168. 


‘Automobile production will re- 


main stable throughout the year. 
Unemployment is expected to 
rise from 1,800,000 to 2,500,000— 
hardly an alarming amount in 
an economy of 60,000,000 em- 
ployed. Department store sales 
. will ‘slide 8% — this because 
slightly less merchandise will be 
sold and at lower prices. The 
Dow-Jones industrial average is 
in for another year of stagna- 
tion. Now around 175, it’s ex- 
pected to wind up the year at 
178. Two blue chip stocks—U. 
S. Steel and General Motors— 
will move along with the aver- 
age. They'll get nowhere, too. 

Interest rates will rise slight- 
ly. So will federal spending. Pre- 
sumably the economists feel that 
further tension with Russia will 
mar 1949, that increased appropri- 
ations for armament will be or- 
dered. Result: The Treasury’s 
cash surplus is expected to drop 
from $8.6 billions to $1.6. Con- 
aumer credit—no doubt because 
of increased sales of autos—is due 
to go up slightly. Exports will 
remain more or less stable, and 
so will residential building. Ap- 
parently, the forecasters don’t 
think home-buyers have been

What Fruits? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch has long 
had an enviable reputation as one of the 
handful of papers in the world which 
maintain a relatively unbiased, unprej- 
udiced point of view. Your paper also 
has the reputation of delving below sur- 
face indications on all subjects of pub- 
lic import, and editorializing on the real 
facts. Therefore it was with consider- 
able disappointment that I read your 
editorial of Dec. 7 entitled “First 
Fruits.” 

You make, or imply, three points: (1) 
that President Truman received an elec- 
tion mandate to bring about compulsory 
health insurance; (2) that the program 
is a solution to all our medical ills; and, 
(8) that the American Medical Associa- 


tion is guilty of great wrong in having, 


a different viewpoint. 

May I remind you that your paper, in 
other issues, has echoed the thoughts of 
other informed individuals in raising a 
serious question whether President Tru- 
man received a mandate on any subject, 
and if so, what subject, and to what ex- 
tent, With less than one-half of the 
nation’s popular vote, and with much of 
that portion of the vote apparently 
based on many, and often conflicting, 
promises to different classes of the elec- 
torate, President Truman’s mandates 
are certainly not clear as yet, and most 
especially not on the subject of compul- 
sory health insurance. 

It seems self-evident that sparsely- 
settled and poor areas will still be with- 
out adequate service, since, human na- 
ture being what it is, doctors will con- 
tinue to practice in areas where they 
will get the most monetary return for 
their time and effort. Hospital and 
nursing facilities will continue to be 
reasonably adequate in the better urban 
areas, and inadequate elsewhere. 


If compulsory health insurance is put 


through by this Congress, medical serv- 
icé will be put on a par with “sick call” 
in the Army. We millions who experi- 
enced that know what a completely un- 
inspired, lackadaisical medical service 
this was. 

The A.M.A., true, is reaping poor pub- 
lic relations by reason of its resolve to 
raise a fund with which to fight com- 
pulsory health insurance.

Expenses in Turkey 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As one who has recently spent sev- 
eral weeks in Turkey, I would like to 
echo the sentiments expressed in the 
editorial of Dec. 16 on the $13.50 cost of 
ving bonus given the 275 American 
Army personnel in Turkey. This allow- 
ance, converted at the legal rate of ex- 
change, amounts to 37.50 Turkish lira 
per day. The Park Hotel in Ankara, 
where most Americans, can be found 
while staying in the capital city, charges 
6.50 lira per night (reduced rates for 
permanent guests). Ankara’s most lux- 
urious restaurant, just across the street 
from the Park, provides a full course 
dinner complete with bottled water, 
wines, and service for less than 5.00 lira. 
Assuming that the voracious American 
appetite requires three such meals a 
day, the total maximum cost of living 
would be 21.50 lira a day, or 16.50 lira 
($5.90) less than is allowed. 

In Yugoslavia, on the other hand. 
where the disadvantageous fixed rate of 
exchange compels members ef the em- 
bassy and legation staffs there te ex- 
pend ‘about $20 a.day for reasonable 
hotel living, our personnel are having a 
difficult time making ends meet. 

Ik our goodwill ts to be maintained on 
the basis of dollar diplomacy, we are 
following the right channels for imme- 
diate success and ultimate collapse. If 
our goal is not to leave a string of “half- 
Americans,” ‘envy, and worship of the 
*Goddess—Success” in the rest of the 
world, let the Hoover Commission look 
further than the United States Post 
Office in its attempts to economize on

It the carnage at railroad crossings is as great 


in 1948 as it was in a recent year for. which 
statistics are available, it will show a toll some- 
6000 accidents in the United States. 
4500 accidents involving autos and trucks. 
2000 people killed. | 
5000 more people injured. 

St. Louis always makes its contribution to this 
tragic toll of needlessly wasted lives. Last week 
‘it was a 60-year-old father whose life was 
snuffed. out when a jeep he was driving was 
demolished by a Missouri ‘Pacific train at Sul- 
phur avenue. Five years ago, 11 people died as 
a result of the collision between a Public Serv- 
ice Co. bus and a Wabash train at Etzel avenue. 

There is only one way to make grade cross- 
ings safe and that is to do away with them. Ob- 
viously, all 227,500—that is one estimate of the 
number in the United States—cannot be elim- 
inated overnight. But the worst can be removed 
by grade separations in a reasonable length of 
time. In a 10-year span from 1934 to 1944, about 
20,000 crgssings were eliminated and some 10. 
000 new ones were created, for a net reduction 
of 10,000.

Railroads have as much of a stake in cutting 
down these accidents at crossings as have the 
cities and other governmental jurisdictions, 
which seek to protect their citizens. A frequent 
result of a grade crossing accident is that a 
piece of the wrecked automobile or truck causes 
a derailment. A derailment always means loss 
of time to the train—for which the railroad must 
pay. Not infrequently, trainmen are injured, all 
too often, fatally. « 

Such an accident in Georgia comes to mind. 
The brakes on a model T failed. Its farmer 
driver in panic piloted his vehicle into the 
fifty-third car of a freight train. The impact 
was great enough to overturn a tank car onto 
the track beyond, where it fell in front of a fast- 
approaching passenger train. In a matter of 
seconds this one grade crossing ran up à prop- 
erty damage bill into many thousands of dajlars 
for repairs to railroad equipment and right of 
way. 

As we pointed out last week, the crossing gate 
is no solution. In New Orleans one crossing 
gate was broken down 71 times in a year. 
Neither is the crossing watchman protection 
enough. Every year crossing watchmen are 
killed. Automatic lights help, but neither do 
they guarantee safety. Cars have been demol- 
ished and occupants killed because a train on a 
siding appeared to be working the warning sig- 
nal whereas the approach of a fast train was 
hidden by the waiting train. 

What the modern city should do is what New 
York is doing—get rid of the grade crossing as 
fast as possible. Robert Moses, New York City 
Construction Co-ordinator, reported to Mayor 
O’Dwyer a few days ago that there soon will be 
no more grade crosstngs in New York City as a 
result of a $50,000,000 program started more 
than 25 years ago. The period of greatest prog- 
ress was between 1938 and 1944. By the latter 
year 78 of 115 scheduled eliminations had been 
achieved within New York. Plans are under 
way for the completion of two major projects in- 
volving 32 crossings. Said Mr. Moses: 


In rendering this report, I am happy to 
advise that we shall soon have no more rail- 
road grade crossings within the city and 
that the hazard, inconvenience, as well as 
waste which they caused, will be a memory 
and before long will be entirely forgotten. 


Indianapolis, which has railroads entering 
from almost every point of the compass, is an- 
other city that is eliminating these death 
traps. The war had not yet ended when the In- 
diana capital launched a $6,000,000 program 
with some nine major projects. The first to be 
completed found the city, county and railroad 
producing a four-lane separation on a 40-40-20 
basis. Los Angeles is still another city where 
every year shows progress in this elementa 
safety measure. é' 

A time of shortages and high materials and 
labor costs is not the time to try to get rid of all 
the grade crossings in St. Louis. But it is an ex- 
cellent time in which to make plans. The City 
Hall apparently does not even know exactly how 
many such crossings there are inside the city 
limits. The estimates run all the way from 190 
to “more than 400.” 

The city should find out, determine which are 
the most dangerous and organize an elimination 
program. Then St. Louis will be ready with a 
sound public works project for the future—a 
‘program which could be launched with a rea- 
sonable number of eliminations for the months 
ahead. P

The Dutch Test the UN 14 


In ordering the Dutch to cease fire in Indo- 


nesia, to withdraw their troops to the old truce 
lines, and to release native leaders, the United 
Nations Security Council has done a bold thing. 
It has staked its prestige for righteousness’ sake. 
In a world divided between East and West, the 
Russians have shown scant respect for the UN; 
what if a Western power—and a small one at 
that—now should continue to defy the world or- 
ganization? 

So far, they have not obeyed the cease fire 
order. Their troops have taken the principal 
Indonesian cities, and it has been announced 
at The Hague that the Netherlands’ position on 
the UN command will not be disclosed until 
Friday. What sort of rationalizing will the Dutch 
resort to then? 


The Security cA&ncit order is well-founded. 


Last January the Dutch Minister of Overseas 
Territories, Jan Jonkman, stood up in the States 


General, the parliament in The Hague, to say 


that no matter what might happen in the future 
in Java, the Dutch’ would not resort to arms 
unless authorized to do so by the UN. The 
breach of this promise in itself justifies the 
council’s command. 

But there is the further testimony of the 
UN’s committee in Indonesia. This contradicts 
the Dutch claim that force had to be used be- 
cause the Indonesian republicans were concen- 
trating threatening forces. The committee said 
that it was “not aware of any circumstance 
connected with the concentration of republican 
forces or maneuvers of the republican army 
which should have given rise to apprehension 
and alarm leading to precipitate action on the 
part of The Netherlands.” 

Disagreeing further with the Dutch excuse, 
the committee said that “not only have the pos- 
sibilities of negotiations under the auspices of 
the committee not been exhausted, but they have 
not been adequately explored.” 

The conduct of the Indonesians may not have 
been exemplary in every respect, but the plain 
fact is that stubbornness in The Hague broke 
the so-called Renville agreement which provided 
for a truce under which the UN Good Offices 
Committee sought to bring the adversaries to- 
gether in a permanent accord. The men of The 
Hague would not listen even to such a Dutch 
representative as Van Mook. To them, the Indo- 
nesians are a lesser breed beyond the pale, a 
breed which should accept what the white man 
is pleased to grant—and to ask for no more. 

Is this not a strange contradiction of the spirit 
which led'to the rise of the Dutch Republic? 
Have the men of The Hague forgotten their own 
history? ä 

Have they also forgotten their country’s cur- 
rent economic plight2 Already the United States 
has impounded funds allotted for Indonesian 
recovery. Funds to be used for the same pur- 
pose in The Netherlands also may be held up. 

Will the Dutch continue to ignore the UN or- 
der? Will they risk the unity of the West and 
the prestige of the UN? Or will they correct a 
grave error of statesmanship as gracefully and 
as quickly as possible?

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A Wild Idea From Texas 


Strange reasons have been brought, forward 
by the tidelands oil grabbers, but Representa- 
tive Gossett of Texas now comes along with 
the wildest of them all. Says he: 

The Federal Government raid upon the 
tidelands is a big step toward national so- 
cialism and a severe blow to states’ rights 
generally. The next step to be taken by 
those who fathered the tidelands controver- 
sy will doubtless be to take over and nation- 
alize the entire oil industry. 

It will doubtless be nothing of the kind, and 
the idea is so fanciful that it is impossible to 
take seriously. We doubt that Mr. Gossett will 
find anyone so unrealistic as to believe that 
there is any prospect whatever ‘of nationalizing 
the oil industry in the United States. 

The private oil industry is in no danger of so- 
cialism. It is in danger, like all the rest of the 
country, of subjugation to another country if this 
nation should squander the natural resources re- 
quired for its self-defense. One of the foremost 
of those resources is oil. 

In bringing suit against Louisiana and Texas 
to establish its paramount right to tidelands oil, 
the Federal Government seeks to conserve and 
utilize that resource for national defense. Its 
course is for the, benefit of the private oil com- 
panies, although they are too short-sighted to 
See it. a 


The extravagance of such arguments as Rep- 


resentative Gossett’s shows how hard pressed 
the tidelands grabbers are to find any plausible 
argument in support of their claims.

Life in Russian Berlin 


The Mirror 


Public Opinion 


The Communists have tried to make their sector the show place of 
the Eastern zone, says a correspondent; but it presents a sharp 
of contrast of luxury and misery; Russians and their political accom- 
plices fare rather well, but others see the airlift and sigh.

It is easy to forget that the three 
blockaded Western sectors of Berlin repre- 
sent in fact only two thirds of the popula- 
tion of the city and barely one half of its 
area. The three Western sectors are lay- 
ered from north to south—French, British 
and American. 3 


The Soviet sector covers the whole of 
eastern Berlin and is nearly double the size 
of any other one sector. Since it has al- 

ys been supplied by its Soviet occupying 

ower, it is not under blockade. 


There has, indeed, been a definite effort 
to make it the “show-piece” of the Soviet 
zone. This is ig keeping with Russian 
propaganda in favor of Berlin’s becoming 
the capital of the zone which surrounds 
it; perhaps, finally, the capital of a 
united Communistic Germany. 


What distinguishes the Soviet sector 
from its counterparts in the west of the 
city? First, it is an “Hast End,” and has 
most of the characteristics of one. Its 
crowds are more picturesque than those of 
western Berlin. There is the occasional 
Negro or Chinese—ordinary enough in 
Soho but somehow surprising in Berlin. 
There are semi-legal “exchange marts” 
along the pavements and shops which deal 
openly in Russian’ “export” cigarettes, 
manufactured with the express purpose of 
driving American tobacco off the market. 
The ruins have not been tidily cleared up; 
rubble sprawls over the pavements and 
blocks whole streets. 


Caviar, Red ‘ind Black 


After dark — although there is street 
lighting here and not in western Berlin— 
the streets are empty. ‘They are unsafe, 
and Treptow park is the most frequent 
scene of robbery, rape and assault in the 
city. Luxury: lives cheek by jowl with the 
direst poverty. : 


Close by the Opera House is a Russian 
run Intourist hotel catering for foreigners 
and accepting only certain foreign ex- 
changes in payment. There are 79 items 
on the menu, including, red and black 
caviar and a wide selection of Russian 
dishes. There is a long wine list and ex- 
cellent cheap vodka, a manager who scruti- 
nizes every guest, and a band which can, 
if pressed, play “Tipperary” but prefers 
Russian folk-songs and Hungarian dances. 


At Karlshorst a t area of the town

The Westerners often see real coffee, 
cocoa and tea; the Easterners only acorn 
coffee. Westerners, again, are putting 
great hopes in Gen. Clay’s promise of 
“special issues.” The Easterner gets no 
special foods and exists on a bleakly dull 
diet. A specimen day's feeding is: break- 
fast, dry bread and ersatz coffee; lunch, 
potatoes, gravy ahd ersatz pea meal; sup- 
per, cereal soup. Only quantity is in any 
sense adequate. The total ration is now 
actually higher in the Western sectors 
by about a hundred calories a day. 


Food distribution in the Soviet sector 
is notoriously unequal. Soviet-owned firms, 
the Sowietische Aktien Gesellschaften, give 
free so-called “Sokolovsky lunches” to their 
workmen and sell extra food in their 
canteens. Various categories of the Social- 
ist Unity party, the Communist trade 
unions, and the industrial aristocracy get 
“Pajoks” or Stalin “parcels,” which are in 
the form of stamped chits enabling their 
holders to buy about 300 cigarettes and 20 
pounds of high-quality food each month. 


Nose for Propaganda 


The best food too is habitually sold by 
the Communist-controlled co-operatives, 
whose favored clients are those of the 
same political persuasion. Special rations, 
again, go to “cultural” performers, such 
as actors and opera stars, who can, in ad- 
dition, buy cheap first-class meals at the 
stage club. 


The eastern Berliner suffers many small 
disadvantages which are more considerable 
than they first appear. He cannot buy 
Western-licensed papers, and when a brush- 
maker was asked what he believed in his 
own Communist press he answered: “Only 
one thing: the date.” Hitlerism has at least 
made Germans quick to recognize propa- 
ganda for what it is: * 


The eastern Berliner's currency is worth 
less than a quarter of the -Western mark, 
and officially he ig not allowed to handle 
the better currency. He is controlled by a 
Communist police force which is support- 
ed by, perhaps, 15 per tent of.the popula- 
tion. He.is subjected to political pressure 
through his district administration, which 
is being ruthlessly purged of anti-Com- 
munists, and he is liable to dismissal from 
his job because he is a Liberal or a 
Socialist. | 


Chain: of. Barriers 


He is liable to be kidnaped and deported, 
and most of the 5000 disappearances which 
have occurred in the last three years have 
been from the Soviet sector. He sees the 
Government as an enemy—if he is a mer- 
chant his foe is the price commission, if a 
workman the labor office. 


Curiously enough, he is just as much 
blockaded as his Western neighbor. In 
spite of police checks the Soviets have dis- 
covered that they cannot draw an actual 
dividing line through the middle of a great 
city. Goods slip through into blockaded 
western Berlin, so goods must be prevented 
from entering eastern Berlin too. . 


All round the city’s eastern boundary 
is a chain of barriers manned by “people’s 
police” and Russian soldiers. This lack of 
freedom is the ultimate criterion of the un- 
happiness of the eastern Berliner. That is 


why he, too, believes in the airlift, which 


he can see all day long from the decayed, 
somber streets of the Soviet sector.

SAND SUBSTITUTE 
IN PAINT CUTS USE 
OF LEAD TWO THIRDS 


Finely-Ground Matrial Given 
Coating of Metal in 
New Process. 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 

NEW YORK, Dec. 27 (AP)— 
Discovery of a new method of 
substituting sand for lead in out- 
door paint was described today by 
officers of the Natibnal Lead Co. 
Paint lead has been taking 
about 7 per cent of the annual 
lead supply. For making the same 
amount and same quality of 
paint, the discovery cuts the lead 
down to one-third. 

Formerly paint was made with 
solid lead particles mixed with 
the oils. The new way uses par- 
ticles of sand that are completely 
coated with lead. 

Lead makes paint last longer. 
The good effects of lead are due 
to the surface of the metal. But 
the inside of each little bit of 
lead was idle. 

Fourteen years of laboratory 
work and testing finally produced 
finely ground sand and methods 
for putting on the metallic coats. 

Four pounds of lead in a gallon 
now does the equivalent of 12 
pounds previous to sand-@oating. 


WOMEN REPORTED 
HIGHER, WIDER AND 
MORE HANDSOME 


CHICAGO, Dec. 27 (UP) - To- 
day’s women are higher, wider 
and more handsome than ever be- 
fore, a corset manufacturer says. 

The foundation maker found in 
a survey that women have become 
heavier in the shoulders, hips and 
bust, and an inch taller on the 
average. 

The company’s veteran designer, 
Miss Louise Douglas, said the 
women are “a lot better to look 
at.” 

Women began to expand when 
they freed themselves from the

Should Be Avoided. 
EARD on a newscast: “Vishin-

tence, and it is certain that the 
word used in the news release was 
conducive, meaning, “helpful; 
tending to promote.” The correct 
pronunciation is: kun-DYOO-siv; 
or: kun-DOO-siv. 4 
Heard on a football broadcast: 
„It's time out now, and during the 
hy-EE-tuss let’s pause for station 
identification.” The word used is 
hiatus, “a break or slight pause.”

These two words, so much alike 
in spelling, are worlds apart in 
meaning. Pronounce Calvary as: 
KAl-vuh-ree, Pronounce cavalry 
as: KAV-ull-ree. 

Heard on a radio forum pro- 
gram: “We have seen nothing like 
it since Hitler’s effort to mass- 
uh-kree all the Jews in Europe.” 
The word massacre is from the 
French. In that language the pro- 
nunciation is: ma-SAK-ruh, the 
ruh“ being very brief and soft. 


In the English pronunciation the 
accent falls on the first syllable; 
the third syllable is ker“ as ih 
maker. Say: MASS-uh-ker. 

Watch the Words viscid and flac- 
cid. Viseid means “sticky; adher- 
ing.” Filaccid means “flabby; 
feeble; yielding.” The “c” in viscid 
is silent. Viscid is pronounced: 
-VISS-ic. In flaccid the first c“ 
has the sound of “k,” the second

Leaky Radiator Valves. 


OMEDAY someone is going to 

invent a waterproof and heat- 

proof finish for floors and when 
that arrives it won’t make 
‘much erence to the floors how 
many radiator shut-off valves leak 
—it will o bother the heating 
system, But for the time being it's 
wise to keep steam and hot water 
away from your floors. 

A radiator shut-off valve will 
leak because the cap nut is too 
loose or because the packing in- 
side the nut is no good. The first 
thing to do is tighten up on the 
nut and see where it gets you, 
That nut by the way is that big 
baby right.under the valve handle. 
If tightening the nut doesn’t solve 
the problem or makes it impossi- 
ble to turn the valve handle then 
you'll have to do a little repacking. 

If you are dealing with a hot- 
water radiator, allow the water 
level to drop below the valve you 
are working on. On a steam sys- 
tem, reduce the fire so you don’t 
have much pressure in the boiler. 
Close the valve and remove the 
valve handle. Unscrew the cap 
nut and slip it off the valve shaft.

N the stage there is the buzz 
0 and flutter to be expected 
when 76 boys and girls get 
together, even though they are 
the members of a top-ranking 
high school band, but the instant 
that the director steps briskly to 
the podium there is quick silence 
and the only movement is the 
alerting of instruments with mili- 
tary snap and precision. 


That is the impression, amount- 
ing to an impact, that goes out 
to an audience at the beginning 
of a concert by the Collinsville 
(III.) Township High School Band, 
winner of trophies in three na- 
tional contests and many district 
and state events and far-famed 
because of its annual tours to 
distant parts. This shows the 
trdining and discipline provided 
by Director Franklin C. Kreider 
that have brought the band to its 
eminence and to the town of Col- 
linsville a unique distinction. 

It was the coming of the talkies 


that ended the career of Franklin 


Kreider as a violinist and turned 
him into a director, and that was 
the beginning of the Collinsville 
High School Band. Born and 
reared in Collinsville, Kreider be- 
came a violinist and was playing 
professionally when along came 
the talkiés and put him out of a 
job. That wasn’t of itself so bad, 
for he had an interest in a Col- 
linsville theater, but his heart was 
in music and he wasn’t happy 
away from it. 

So, as much for the fun of it 
as anything else, he organized a 
summer band about 18 years ago 
and gave a concert. School au- 
thorities had wanted to have 
music in the schools but the way 
had not opened. With the school 
board’s approval Kreider was ap- 
pointed band director. So in the 
fall of 1930 the Collinsville Town- 
ship High School Band was 
started. 

It was not an auspicious begin- 
ning. The only place that could be 
provided for training and practice 
without undue disturbance of the 
peace wag the boiler room in the 
basement, with such competition

as the whirring of three motors 
and the occasional dumping of 
coal into the chutes, with percus- 
sion effects and clouds of dust. 
There, under such conditions, the 
band got its start with 35 players 
and made such progress that it 
earned consideration for a better 
location. After a while the board 
bought an estate across the street 
with a de luxe barn on it that, 
when remodeled, was much better 
than the boiler room for band pur- 
poses. Also, it was well removed 
from the class rooms and less in- 
‘imical to non-musical studies. So 
it was dedicated to what Director 
Kreider sometimes frivously calls 
stabilized music. 

By the time Armistice day 
came around the barn-based band 
had become so well stabilized that 
Director Kreider felt that it could 
safely be taken out. on the street 
for the town’s American Legion 
parade. It was not as good as it 
was to become but it won the ap- 
plause of the proud parents and 
the cautious approval of others.

To take the place of the annual 
contest trips Director Kreider and 
the Band Parents organization 
that had formed arranged annual 
concert tours, at first by special 
trains and later by bus fleets, 
with many of the parents going 
along, with an average of 150 
making each trip. On the first 
tour concerts were given at Mat- 
toon (III.) High School, Eastern 
Illinois Teachers’ College at 
Charleston, State Teachers’ Col- 
lege at Terre Haute, Ind., and 
Woodward High School, Cincin- 
nati. Invited back to Cincinnati. 
the band played the following two 
years there and- at Covington, 
Newport and Fort Thomas, Ky., 
to audiences totaling 12,000.

The Word “Slay.” 


HOSE who light-heartedly in- 
T dulge in the modern slang 

“you slay me,” by which they 
mean that they are impressed or 
amused or surprised in the ex- 
treme, must surely assume a less 
painful end than is implied in the 
origin of the word SLAY. 

In the days when this word had 
its start, there were no such re- 
finements of civilization as the 
electric chair or the gas chamber 
to minimize the agony of execu- 
tion; the pangs of death were 
likely to be more severe and of 
longer duration. “Slay” is an old 
Teutonic word, coming to us out of 
the Old English “slan” or slee.“

This 
trick was won in dummy, of 
course, but after aimlessly run- 
ning a few trumps and discard- 
ing another heart from dummy 
on his second club trick, declarer 
ruffed his own last club and tried 
the heart finesse. This also failed 
and the slam was lost. 

South should have given greater 
consideration to the bidding, and 
he might have realized that his 
finesse for the diamond king was 
a losing play. West, vulnerable, 
had overcalled one diamond with 
one spade, and since dummy had 
the A-K of the suit while South 
himself had 10-9, it was fairly 
obvious that West could not have 
been very strong in that one direc- 
tion. So, the probability was that 
West had both of the missing red 
kings: “as compensation.” That 
being so, South should have 
ignored the opportunity to finesse 
in diamonds; he should have laid 
down the ace. The king would 
not fall, but he would neverthe- 
less be in an excellent position. 
He now could ruff out dummy’s

Pinto beans are 
inexpensive, they can be cooked 
with little or no watching over a 
simmer burner or pilot light, byt 
they must be cooked until very 
tender to be really delicious. They 
excellent protein and 
therefore are a wonderful meat 
stretcher at this time when meat 
is costing so much, This husky 
main dish takes little time to pre- 
pare too so it is a good one to 
remember on busy days.

Wash one-third pound small 
dried kidney beans (seven and one- 
half cents) thoroughly; add three 
and one-half cups cold water and 
one-half teaspoon salt, Heat to 
boiling, cover and simmer gently 
two to two and one-half hours or 
until beans are very tender. There 
should be just enough water left 
so the beans will not be dry. Add 
one and one-half tablespoons mar- 
garine (two cents). Makes two 
cups or four servings. 

“Big Size” 

Two tablespoons margarine, 1 
three-quarters pound ground beef, 
three-quarters teaspoon salt; pep- 
per to taste, one medium onion 
(one-half cup chopped), four ham- 
burger buns, 

Heat fat until hot, in a skillet, 
mix salt and pepper into ground 
beef, shape into patties, lay patties 
into skillet, brown quickly on both 
sides, turning carefully with pan- 
cake turner. Reduce heat, cover 
and cook slowly about five to six 
minutes, or until cooked through. 
Transfer hot patties to split ham- 
burger buns that have been toast- 
ed; top each hamourger with one- 
half cup kidney beans (see above 
for cooking instructions), then 
sprinkle two tablespoons chopped 
onions over each. Replace ham- 
burger bun tops and serve at once.
